Democrats say cost would pay for itself 


‘An Illinois House Democratic 
Task Force chaired by Rep. 
Jay Hoffman is calling on Gov. 
Jim Edgar’s administration to 
immediately hire at least 200 - 
parole officers. 

The task force concluded 
that the projected $5 million 
cost of expanding parole 
supervision would more than 
pay for itself. 

Hoffman said that ideally, at 
least 600 le officers should 
be hired to be compatible with 
the officer-to-parolee ratios in 
other states. 

He projected that would cost 
about $16 million, still a 
relatively small amount 
compared to the Department 
of Corrections annual budget 
of nearly $800 million 

Currently, only 69 parole 
agents are responsible for 
supervising 29,000 parolees. 
The task force said Illinois 
spends less per parolee than 
any other state in the nation. 

Except for an initial visit, 
most parolees now check in by 
phone once a month. 

“We have a call-in parole 
system where nobody goes 
back to prison unless they 
commit a very heinous crime 


or you guys (news media) 
write about them,’”’ Hoffman 
charged. 


The Department of 
Corrections has responded to 
similar charges in the past 
that its “‘pre-start program” of 
counseling inmates just prior 
to release is more effective 
than the old parole system in 
reducing recidivism, defined as 
inmates returning to prison 
within three years. 

Recently, however, 
Corrections Director Odie 


Washington said the 

ent’s bud; request 
for next year would likely 
include additional funds for 
more parole officers ‘‘for 
certain types of offenders,”’ 
such as those who had been 
convicted of sex crimes 
against children. 

Hoffman said statistics used 
by the department are 
misleading because, under the 
old system, parolees were sent 
back to prison for less serious 
offenses than they are now. 

He cited a 42 percent 
recidivism rate and contended 
if parole agents had the time 
to check on parolees and make 
sure they were being tested for

drug use and employment, 
fewer would end up back 
behind bars. 

Hoffman formerly was 
director of probation in St. 
Clair County, where he said an 
intensive supervision effort had 
significantly reduced 
recidivism. 

Rep. Frank Mautino, 
D-Spring Valley, said state 
agencies are already 
responding to one of the 
earlier issues raised by the 
task force, the lack of 
information on parolees 
available to law enforcement 
agencies through the 
computerized LEADS system.

The council originally approved purchase of the building in 
October for $120,000, but voted to renegotiate the deal in late

On upswing 


Within days of this corner 
saluting Southwestern Illinois 
high school golfers for out- 
standing achievements worthy 
of ig Story of the Year, 
the Senior PGA Tour 
announced a $1.2 million event 
for the Boone Valley Golf Club 
in St. Charles (Mo.) County. 

Scheduled for Sept. 6-8 in 
1996, the 54hole, no-cut event 
sponsored by Enterprise Rent- 
A-Car will feature 78 players 
and a championship prize of 
$180,000. 


EXPECTED TO MAKE a $3 
million impact on the St. Louis 
area, the tourney was hyped 
by Senior veterans Bob Goalby 
of Belleville and Hale Irwin of 
St. Louis at a press conference 
when Boone Valley -was 
announced as having a three- 
year contract with the Senior 
PGA Tour. 

My hope for impact, though, 
would be if Goalby could mark 
his 40th year as a professional 

olfer with a rewarding Boone 

‘alley appearance. A member 
of the Advisory Council that 
first met on Jan. 16, 1980. to 
make plans for the Senior 
Tour, Goalby remains active 
on the Senior PGA Division 
Board, 

At the Boone Valley Classic 
Press conference, Goalby indi- 
cated that ’96 might be his last 
year of tour play, especially 
after a ’95 senior season in 
which he entered 14 events, 
made the cut seven times and 
finished out of the Top 10

in three years.

Senior earnings to bring his 
Senior career total to $696,407. 
For 29 rounds, he had a scor- 
ing average of 78.52 with 39 
birdies. All that could change 
if recent surgery to his left 
shoulder is successful. 


ALSO INTERESTING is 
Goalby’s Senior career win- 
nings of $696,407, which sur- 
passes his PGA Tour total of 
$645,013. The latter resulted 
from such things as the 1968 
Masters championship and a 
total of 11 Tour titles, but the 
Senior money reflects a phe- 
nomenal rise in purses since 
Goalby turned pro in 1956. 

The Senior Tour’s impact is 
so strong a player like Tom 
Wargo of Centralia went from 
club pro to money leader and 
now enters his fourth Senior 
season with nearly $2.5 million 
in earnings. 

At age 53, Wargo earned 
$844,687 in ’95 with 14 Top 10 
finishes, including one title and 
two second places. His scoring 
average for 99 rounds was 
70.78 with 348 birdies and eight 
eagles. 

If, Wargo could soar to 
national recognition, what does 
the Senior Tour hold for Frank 
Conner, another Belleville 
product, now residing in San 
Antonio, Texas? Conner turns

only one of two people ever to 
play in both the U.S. Open 
tournaments of tennis and golf, 
Conner has career earnings of 
$224,853 and has won jike 
Tour events when not compet- 
ing on the regular PGA tour. 
His stroke average for 82 Nike 
rounds was 71.37 in ’95 with 281 
birdies and three eagles. 

If Frank explodes onto the 
Senior scene, one can only 
wonder how Jay Haas, who 
turned 42 on Dec. 2, will do on 
the 50-and-over circuit in eight 
years.
